The Ken- 
tucky SelliiiK Slakes, a five and a lialf fiirloiiKS 
Kiiriiit for two-year-oid filli«“s not quite good 
enoiigli fur big stakes, but tot* good for clieap over- 
night rai*es, will l*e run tomorrow. Tlie Sanford 
Memorial, a dash of three-quarters of a mile for 
two-year-olds of both sexes of the best grade, will 
h*‘ run on Wednes<iay. The Catgkill selling race, 
at seven-eighths for three-year-<dds and over, will 
be run on Thursday. Saturday’s features will be 
the Spinawny, Saratoga’s siiecial for two-year-old 
fillies, and the Travers, one of the best races for 
three -year-olds of both s<‘xes that will be run any- 
where. The Travers will be a $12,500 race this 
year 

The Travers and the Spinaway and the Sanford 
Memorial, of coneae he ^|ie saUeot features of 
the week’s sport. The Sanford Memorial, which 
commemorates the founder of the famous Hurricana 
Stud, New York’s oldest and biggest thoroughbred 
nursery, and a sportsman of countrywide celebrity 
and popularity, tbe late Gen. Steplien Sanford, be- 
came one of the great Juvenile features of Saratoga 
racing in 1913. Its first winner was Little Nephew, 
a fleet son of I'licle. It has since been won by 
Regret, Hulse, Campfire, Papp and Billy Kelly, and 
it will take a youngster of tlie class of the best of 
these colts and fillies to win tliis season’s renewal. 
Tlie crack two-year-olds of the strong eastern and 
western racing (‘stablisbments that are comi>eting 
here for the Saratoga Association’s valuable stakes 
are among its eligibles. 

It looks today as though the field may be drawn 
from tbe following group; Samuel D. Riddle’s un- 
Iteaten Man o’ War, Edward R. Bradley’s By Golly 
aud Beaming Beauty, Richard E. Carman’s Car- 
mandnle, Philip A. Clark’s Bonnie Mary and Mari- 
aiie, W. R. Coe’s Masked Dancer anil Cleopatra, 

■ Mrs. Walter M. Jefford’s Golden Broom. George W. 
I.oft’s On Watch and Donnacona. Montford Jones’ 
Bnmkholt, James W. McClelland’s Hasten On, M. 
C. Moore’s The Swimmer, Capt. Ral Parr’s Paul 
Jones, Commander J. K. L. Boss’ King Thrush, 
Harry Payne Whitney’s Wildair, ITpset and Sammy 
and Joseph E. Widener’s Armenus and Fair Gain. 
It is possible that some of the filly eligibles may 
Ite reserviKl for the Spinaway. It is improbable 
that any of the colt eligibles may sidestep. 

ICAN 0’ WAR A CERTAIN STARTER. 

- Man o’ War, the" winner of six straight races, 
the Juvenile, Hudson, Tremont, Youthful and United 
States Hotel Stakes among tliem, is sure to go, 
because he lias already accumulated about as many 
penalties as it is possible for a winning two-year-, 
old to amass in three months’ camimigning. It is 
good business as ’well as good sportsmanship to keep 
him going for the best. Man o’ War was never bet- 
ter than he is today. Carninndale is in the .same 
h««t with Man o’ War. He got his bunch of pen- 
alties in Jnl,v when he won the Eastview and Whirl 
Stakes at Yonkers. Golden Broom, a $15,600 year- 
ling that is sure to make good under silks, is out 
for everything, as is also Donnacona. Unluckily, 
Walter M. Jeffords’ smart Peter Quince colt Kln- 
nonl, winner of the Pimlico Nursery and the Albany 
Handicap, is not in tbe Sanford Memorial. 

King Tlirnsh, a singularly prepossessing son of 
Tlirush aud Silent Queen; Brookbolt, a fast son 
of Ballot and Gracilla; Wildair, Armenus, Fair 
Gain, By Golly, Hasten On and The Swimmer, all 
clialicngers ,'for the two-year-old championsliip, 
cannot liope to meet tbe present title bolder — Man 
o’ War — on better terms than they may meet liim 
in the Sanford Memorial. Tliey also are good. 
Fair tiain, a son of Vnlcain and Fairy Goln and a 
lialf-hrother of Friar Rock, Flittergold and Fait 
Play (the sire of Man o’ War), was a $14,000 
yearling of last year. He has been a bit back- 
ward. But lie is working satisfactorily for Thomas 
Welsh now. Tlie cliM-kers are of tbe opinion that 
he is at least as goo<l as bis stable companion, 
Anueiiiia, a son of Irish Lad and Armenia, and a 
linlf-brotlier of the Epstan I>"rb,v winner of 1914, 
tlie Rabelais stallion Durbar. Fair Gain will not 
remain away from the races after Joseph E. Wide- 
ner and Welsh become convinced that he is ready 
for tbe colors. They are not the kind to keep a 
horse under cover. 

Filly eligibles for the Sanford Memorial that may 
wait on tbe Hpinaway, which this year will have 
n value of $7,500, are Beaming Beauty, Bonnie 
Mary, Cleopatra, Masked Dancer and Cinderella.

The main feature of today’s racing at Saratoga ia the Kentucky Stakea, fo^ two-year- 
old fillies, at five and a half furlongs. It is under sdling conditions, but that circumstance has 
not prevented it from being contested by fast and hi^ly-bred filUes in the past. With the 
exception of the years 1911 and 1912 it has been run annually since 1901, and in its inaugural 
year was taken by the extremely speedy filly Mary Worth, a dauj^ter of Scoggan Bros.’ Eng- 
lish sire Florist. Subsequent winners of note in their days were The Lady Roheaa, Ella 
O’Neill, a good one; Helen Harvey, Leah Crossbun, Montrosa and Knot. The race for this 
year had seventy-six nominations, of which Cobwebs, Truly Rural, Kallipolis, Betty J., Tou- 
canet, Miss Shackleton, Red Red Rose, Mile. Dasie, Germa, Homely, Toujours, Ina Wood, 
Ididy Brummel and Asurita have already raced successfully.

CANADIAN RACING REGULATION 



Dr. Tolmie’s Appointment May Be Significant — 
Legislation That Is SnspMted.

NEW YORK, N. Y., August 11. — .\ppointment of 
Dr. S. F. Tolmie of Victoria, B. C., as fliinister 
of agriculture in Canada may have a far reaching 
effect on horse racing in the Dominion, according 
to tlie opinion of American horsemen who know the 
new official anti are familiar with -existing condi- 
tions on the Canadian turf. Dr. Tolmie is a farmer 
and a horseman, and is president of tlie National 
Live Stock Council of Canada, which lias been 
doing some big things for stock breeding interests 
across tlie border. 

It would be iu keeping with the spirit of the 
times if racing were to be pli^ed under the control 
of a minister when Parllame^ meets in Septem- 
ber, with the Prince of Wales present to open it, 
these liorsemen say. Tliey believe legialation is 
neeiled there to put racing on a higher plane and a 
liealtliier basis and to deliver it from the profiteers, 
most of wliom are carpet baggers from the States. 

W. E. Raney, king’s counsel in Toronto, act- 
ing for tlie reformers wlio seek to wreck Canadian 
racing, emplo.ved a firm of public accountants to 
investigate the financial asiiect of affairs concern- 
ing tile seveq tracks in the Province of Ontario. 
Tlieir report placed the amount of money w’agered 
in tlie iiari-mutiiel machines for the half season 
of 1917, before an order -^-council closed tin: tracks 
for the iieriod of the i^r, at $12,500,000, with a 
rake-off for tlie tracks of $1,162,543. The net 
profits of five tracks were as follows: , 

Hamilton Jockey Club $123,303 

Fort Erie Jockey Club 122.081 

Windsor Jockey Club 119,233 

Devonshire Jockey Club 103.303 

Woodbine Jockey Club 44,129 

Raney is now reported to be working, for legisla- 
tion wliich will apply tbe estimated annual revenue 
of from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000 derived from mu- 
tuel betting iu part to tbe expense of conducting 
tbe races, and iu part to tlie development of live 
stock breeding in Canada, while leaving a liberal 
legitimate profit for legitimate racing associations.

SATURDAY CROWD SARATOGA’S LARGEST 



Nearest Approsek to It Was in 1904 — ^Nezt Saturday 
Expected to Eedipse All Records.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 11.— Sat- 
urday’s attendance was the largest in the history 
of Saratoga. The nearest approach in numbers was 
in 1901, .said Mr. Eurlocker, who has charge of the 
statistical end of the association. “We sold out 
of everything on Saturday last, but we expect to 
eclipse all past rei-ords next Saturday, which our 
books show is the prospective big day of the 
season, being the third Saturday of the meeting. 
We sliall order at least 2,000 more programs for 
that oi'cassion.’’ 

W. P. Riggs, who looks after the interests of 
Pimlico and Laurel, arrived here yesterday for a 
visit and incideutally to perfect some of tde ar- 
rangements fur both institutions. He said tliat 
everytliing was being done for the convenience and 
comfort of liorscnicn as well as horses at Ijaurcl 
in the way of new staliles and additional outbuild- 
ings. “Tbe cliililiouse too,’’ said Mr. Riggs, “is 
undergoing some clianges to meet tlie reiiiiirenients 
of visitors from Baltimore and Wasliingtoii. These 
clianges are being supervised by Mr. Spaulding 
Jenkins, the president of the laiiirel track. 

C. C. (’ook, whose pliotograplis of horses in action 
are publisheil all over the world, is back from the 
front. Mr. ('ook was first lieutenant in the air 
service and commander of the third photo section 
at Toul for nearly a year, and his experiences of 
photographing the German lines and locating bat- 
teries and other war paraphernalia are intensely 
interesting. “I am glad to be back to the old earth 
work,” said Mr. Cook, “but I* would not have 
missed the experiences I bad during tbe war for 
anytliing. Not only was it sharp and interesting 
to take pictures from an altitude of 12,000 feet, but 
reading and interpreting tlie pliotos afterwanl 
was a delightful oc«'U|iation. If we made one mis- 
take it would i>robably mean tlie loss of men. Every 
picture had to l]e correct without the semblance 
of doubt. While I am glad to get back* to catch 
Jumpers on the fly, I had an experience which I 
know will prove invaluable.”

LION DOR’S EASY VICTORY 



Takes the Seneca Stakes and Is 
Bid Up Heavily. 



Escoba a Failure and Needing 
Racing — ^Enfilade Runs a Capi- 
tal Race with Heavy Weight. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 11.— To- 
day’s racing offering by the Saratoga Raring Asso- 
ciation was mediocre, bringing out large fields in 
most instances and proving complex fbr tlie s|ie<'ii- 
lators. From a monetary point of view the Seneca 
Stakes, with a guaranteed valne of $2,.3(NI. with 
the winner’s share $l,9.'iO, was tlie outstanding race, 
and it resiilteii in an easy victory for P. A. Glark’s 
Lion d’Or, which led from the start and won with- 
out seeming effort from Rapid Day and Thistledon. 
Tbe winner was an overwhelming favorite and 
seemed to outclass the others, for be dashed into 
the lead with a rush and showed the others tlie 
way by a big margin, concluding the three-quarters 
dash in 1:16%, tbe fastest that the distance has 
been run at this meeting. The race had selling 
conditions, and when offered for sale Lion d’Or 
was bid up from an entered price of $2,100 to $3,503, 
at which figure he was bought in. Sam Louis ad- 
vanced him $5,100, and then he dropped out. R. 
1. MUler bid him up the additional suos. 

Ideal conditions for the sport were again preva- 
lent, and a notable crowd was again present. Most 
of the contests were hard fought from tlie start, 
and the finislies were fairly close. The mile race 
brought together a good band, including Kenneth 
D. Alexander’s Escoba. which was making bis first 
appearance under colors in over a -year. On the 
strength of some recent fast work and liis known 
good class he was given weiglity attention, but lie 
disapiioiiited grievously. In view of his dull per- 
formance, it is more than probable tliat he will 
re«|iiire several hard races to put him in thoroiixli 
racing fettle. During his absence from the track 
be has done stud service, as it was intended that 
bis retirement should be iiermaneut, but the sound 
way he had of going caused a cliange in plans ami 
he was prepared for racing. He came out of his 
race iu good condition today. Tbe winner of tlie 
dash 'developed in War Zone, which "stayed in a 
eo^ending position during the first three-quarters 
when Kalitan was out in ffont a. long ways, but 
his retirement in the stretch was sudden dnd War 
Zone took up the running where he left off, and won 
with ease. The struggle for second place was .a 
keen one, with Elmendorf getting up in the lust 
few strides to outstay Kaslimir. Jack Stuart, from 
a slow beginning and forced to race wide the entire 
way. showed a sparkling race to be in Kashmir’s 
wake. 

HEAVY BACKING FOR LOOKING UP. 

A near panic almost resulted wlien quotations 
were called on the closing race by anxious back- 
ers of Looking Up. So persistent was the support for 
tier tliat her price came tumbling steadily, whereas 
Enfilade, which also had a big following, remaiiu'd 
stationary and her backers were beneficiaries by 
the Looking Up bubble, for the Schwarts Bros.’ 
representative won in game style under the rousing 
ride tliat Loftiis gave lier. Passing Slmwer was 
the most serious contender in a hard stretch drive 
and landeil in second place, with Elfin Queen 
thinl. 

The fifth race witness«‘d the downfall of anotlier 
good thing, with ('aiibeen the one doing the offeml- 
iug. . lt,.wJll .always be a moot question if she 
was not the best in today’s race, for she was prac- 
tieally left at the harrier and closed an immensi* 
gap to land in thinl place. The winner. Iiow- 
ever, Bin-k and Call, won with tlie utmost ease 
from Walk the Plank. 

W. R. ('o«‘’s Masked Dancer showed a corking 
gmsl iSTfomiance in the initial race, in wliicli fif- 
teen two-year-old fillies starteil, and came home 
an easy winner in the fast time of .38%, tlie s|M-ed- 
iest mark of tlie present racing. 

Hauberk iierformed in his best style and it caused 
him to be an easy victor over tlie iloaen taking 
INI Ft in tlie mile race. 

Jo<‘kcys Sande and Lyke were each suspended for 
five days by tlie starter for disobedience at the 
IHist. 

Toilay’s arrivals included Edward B. Mcl.<ean 
from Washington. Mr. McLean has leaseil for the 
season the home formerly occupied by Governor 
Dlx in Scliiiylcrville, about twelve miles from 
Saratoga, but intends to be a daily visitor at the 
track for tbe remainder of the meeting. 

Janies P. Ross, formerly track superintendent at 
Lexington, and slated for a lucrative berth at 
Havre de Grace, was among today’s visitors. 

Tiie appearauce of Jockey Phil Mnsgratb aboani of 
Herd Girt in the first race was tbe signal for a 
big ovation for tlie long -suspended rider, who 
recently was granted a license by the Jockey Club. 
He showed skill on all bis mounts and alertness at 
the barrier. He will be considerably in demand. 

The chestnut colt by Celt— Sand Dune, which

Afternoon and Panoply have 
given recent and unmistakable evidence of their fit- 
ness ”for bi-niTahT racihg.~ Cleopatra and Masked 
Dancer, developments of the Saratoga meeting, arc 
highly regardesl. Cleopatra is a daughter of 
Corcyra and Galilee; Masked Dancer is a daughter 
of Disguise and Tripping. Beaming Beauty is a 
h«ne-bred daughter of Sweep and Bellsario. She 
has shown speed here and at Latonia. 

It happens that none of tlie great money-earning 
three-year-olds of the current season’s racing is in 
the Travers. But tiie Travers will be none the 
worse for the absence on Saturday of such as 
Purchase, Eternal and Sir Barton. The colts that 
may start, which arc regarded now as second raters, 
Vill meet on terms that Will make the result ex- 
tremely uncertain. Nothing stands out. The c-olts 
the Travers bids fair to attract are Commander 
J. K. L. Ro.ss’ War Pennant, the son of Jim Gaffney, 
which won tlie Walden Stakes at Pimlico last fall; 
Samilel -Ci ' H'lldretli’s ^25,000 Cirrus, winner of 
the Knicjierbocker Handicat* at Yonkers; also Mad 
Hatter, an unusually promising son of Fair Play 
and Madcap, whl«-h has not come to the races so far 
this year, altiiough he has, time hiid again, showed 
siK'Cd in work; H. K. Knapp’s Tliunderclap, James 
F. Johnson’s (the Quincy Stable) Yurucari, William 
Starr’s War Zone, Richard T. Wilson’s Hannibal and 
Harry Payne Whitney’s Vindex. 

War Pennant attracted attention here last week 
wlieu lie defeated Dominant in a sprint of three- 
ipiarters of a mile. It is clear tliat his feet are 
in gfMKl condition aga'in, .and H. G. Bedwell will 
have had time against tin- running of the Travers 
to have prepared him for a bruising race of one 
mjle and a quarter. Hannibal seems to have been 
badly matchwl in tlie Ihlaware Handicap, which 
Fairy Wand won in 1 fnini Sun Briar and Ex- 
terminator, but he is in first-rate condition. Im- 
mediately after the finish of the Kenner Stakes a 
wci-k ago Salurday, Hannibal took up jockey Eiisor 
and gaitop<‘d a mile and an eighth in 1 :r>2 flat. 
The Olanibala colt, which won the Keene Memorial 
of 1«18 at Belmont I’ark and the Saratoga SiK-cial 
up here, has grown into a stalwart three-year-old. 

Vindex, of wliich so much was cxiiected in the 
sprtng'. Is going well again after a long period of 
backwardness, and Natural Bridge, Cirrus, Yuru- 
cari and Thunderclap art? doing everything that is 
asked of them.

Winner of 8erato(a Special No Match for His 
Unbeaten Stablemate in Mominc Trials. 

(BY EDWARD W. COLE.) 

SAR.VTOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 11.— Not 
one, bnt a. number of horsemen and dockers have 
seen Man o’ War and Golden Broom work together. 
During those works these men have seen Man o’ 
War gradually steal away from tiolden Broom and 
at the end of three-eighths watched him open a 
gap of probably three lengths on Mrs. Jeffords’ 
colt. Tliesc same men are now asking themselves 
the question — What sort of a colt must Man o’ 
War be? 

Ill tlie Saratoga Special Golden Broom made one 
of tlie best in the Wliitney barn — Wildair — hmk 
almost like a cheap pbiter. Commander Boss’ best. 
King Thrush, was behind Wildair, as was Bonnie 
Mary and Penelope, supposedly the best eastern fil- 
lies in the two-year-old division. Some liorsenien 
went so far as to intimate that when Man o’ War 
beat Golden Broom in their work-outs the latter was 
Iiampered either by excessive weight or was not shod 
for the occasion. This, however, is offset by the 
story told that Mike Daly, lost $100 betting that 
Golden Broom would beat Alan o’ War the first 
time they were sent ont ak a team. Mike would 
hardly throw away $100 to insure the deception. 
Yet one could hgrdly think it possible for a horse 
that won like Golden Broom did on Saturday could 
be sb completely defeated single handed by any 
horse. 

Wliat made Saturday’s race- more impressive is the 
fact Miat he beat the pick of the Whitney stable 
in Wildair, a colt in which James Rowe placed so 
much confidence that it was said he had a much 
larger wager than usual on bia chances. It has 
also been asserted that Mr. Rowe estimated Wildair 
to be a $50,000 colt. Mr. Rowe knows horse values, 
having trained some of the kings and queens of 
the turf. He could hardly be so far wrong in bis 
estimation of Wildair. Summing up the whole thing, 
it is not improbable that the two 'best colts since 
tlie days of Colin and Fair Play are racing this 
year. 

BETTER THIHRS EXPEfTTED OF CINDERELLA. 

Panoply, heralded as tlie best of the Whitney fil- 
lies, appears to be training off somewhat. She 
ran poorly in her last race, and unless Cob- 
webs is at her best the western fillies will have a 
mortgage on at least some of the filly stakes. Bon- 
nie Mary may hold down the honors, bnt there are 
doubts about her over a three-quarters of a mile 
course. Experts, such as Frank W'eir, have their 
doubts about h 9 r holding on when the two- year-old 
distances are lengthened. A filly which might be 
dangerous when the season is a little farther along 
is Cinderella, Mr. Coe’s good miss, which promised 
so mnch in the early spring. In the Saratoga Special 
she raced creditably, considering the fact that 
she had not worked to the satisfaction of her trainer. 
“She has not sltown me anything of late that war- 
rants her winning,” said Mr. Karrick. “She seems 
to be healthy enough, but she has not the vim 
she had in the spring, and I tried her for speed 
this ,mq|Bing .and she was all out to cover a quarter 
of a mile in a ftaction worse than 23 seconds. 
That is nothing around this track, as cheap platers 
can do tliat. She was sick during the last Belmont 
Park meeting and it may be she has not quite re- 
covered her speed. I know she can do better than 
that.” 

_ Afte r the Saratoga Special Karrick was satisfied 
with her effort, as she beat Panoply and finished 
within a length of Bonnie Mary. Judging from the 
Karrick conversation it might be intimated that 
Cinderella will eventually prove ah obstacle in the 
way of filly honors when at her beat, especially 
from the additional remark of Mr. Karrick wliile at 
Empire City one day, when he said: “I would not 
exchange Cinderella for any of tlie fillies I then 
saw working at Saratoga.” He is evidently con- 
vinced she can do better than she has shown 
recently.

FORTUNE SMILES ON C. BRUCE HEAD 

His Purchase of Tsarina for* $900 a. Profitable In* ' 

Teatmen — ’Williams Bros.’ Tearlinga to he Sold, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 11. — Dame Fortune 
finally smiled on C. Bruce Head, owner of the 
Waldeck Farm, near this city, and associate in 
thoroughbred breeding and racing interests witli 
J. O. and G. H. Keene. It was Mr. Head who 
purchased Tsarina, dam of the Vltimus yearling colt 
which was sold at auction at Saratoga to W. V. 
Tbraves for $24,500, and the mare cost him $900. 
He bought her at the. Corrigan & McKinney dis- 
persal sale, and she was in foal to Ultimiis at the 
time. 

Little did he dream that the future* held sueli a 
valuable prize in store for liim on such a meager 
investment, but soon after the colt was foaled lie 
realised that he had a much-sought treasure in a 
thoroiiglibreil wa.v. “I wish that lie was mine,” 
and, “What will you take for him?” were two 
expressions that fell from the lips of ninety iht 
cent of the persons who saw the colt on the larm. 
and he was so much in demand that there is little 
wonder that lie brought such a big price. 

Although he has been actively connected witli 
racing as a tweedcr and owner only a few years. 
Mr. Head has cherished a love for the thorough- 
bred horse all of his life, and he never missed an 
opportunity to attend the races in various parts of 
the country when it did not interfere with iiis 
business. He has always been lavish in his ex- 
penditures for race horses, and even went so far 
as to buy the Waldeck Farm and a number of stal- 
lions and mares so that lie could breed his own 
stock. 

POOB LUCK WITH HIS HORSES. 

For some reason or another his horses were never 
successful in winning races, but instead of bccont- 
Ing discouraged he became more enthnsiastic than 
ever and kept increasing his thoroughbred holdings. 
Even after his affiliation with the Keene Brothers, 
the partnerslilp horses did not fare any too well, 
but this was chiefly because several of them, of 
which much was expected, were on the ailing list. 
They are said to be back in their best form now, 
particnlarl.v the higli-elass filly Lunetta. which was 
sick the first part of the spring, and with tlie 
well-bre«l racers to carry the Keene and Head 
colors next year, it looks like this establislinient is 
due to come into its own. 

'Williams Brothers .will dispose of their crop of 
yearlings at the fall sales to be held at Ix*xingtoii 
during tlie coming race meeting. The youngsters, 
twenty in number, will be brought here from the 
Williams ranch in Oklahoma, and will later lx> 
transferred to Lexington when the older liorses of 
this stable are sent there to race. They are 
mostly the progeny of Martinet and Hilarious. 

Korbly, which won several races at New Orleans 
for George Barnes last winter, is mending steadily 
after being incapacitated from racing since the win- 
ter season closed. He has a leg ailment, wliicli 
for a long time .stubbornly refused to yield to 
treatment, despite the strenuous efforts on the part 
of owner Barnes and trainer H. B. Patterson.

American Eclipse was the senior 
of them alt, and was foale<l far enough back to be 
a grandson of the winner of the first Epsom Derby, 
lie was a great and unbeaten racer and winner 
among others of the long famous match race over 
I lie I'nion course on l>ing Island for $20,000 a side, 
in whi<-h he represente*! tlie north arid Henry the 
south. He was *>qually great as a sire and sent a 
host of faiiKHis sons and daughters into racing, 
till** of his noted daughters was Ariel, which ran 
in fifty-seven races and won forty-two, seven of 
which were at heats of four miles. Illustrating 
the difference betw*‘en racing now and then, his 
first ra*-e *-aine when he was five years old. He 
live*! t*> th*‘ great h*»rse age of tliirty-four years and 
figures in many p«Hligrees of the present day. His 
lineag*- was:

GleiKHie’s racing care«>r was coufin«Ml to England. 
It was a high-class one and included victories in 
the Two Tli*)usand Guineas, Goodwood Cup and Ascot 
Gohl Cup, Before being brought to this *ountry 
<:l*‘ii*o*- hail one season in the stiiil in England 
anil among his progeny left there was the filly 
l‘*i*-.-ili<iiitas, in time a brood mare of deathless 
fame, ilani of the “Emiieror of Stallions” Stockwell, 
Ilf his brotlier Rataplan, and of his half-brothers 
King Tom, The Kitight of Kars anil Knight of St. 
I’atrick. Tliroiigh these and her daughters Aya- 
c.-iiiora and Araucaria she is a pervading force in 
hliMiilstiH-k breeiling to this day in England, France 
and this lonntry. James Jackson of Alabama had 
Isnight him in 1835 and Glencoe made the season 
of 183ti ill England as bis property. American 
liloodstock breeding was then at a low ebb from 
one cause or another, but Glencoe sneedily revivified 
it when put into stud service. His mares were 
wonders in the stud ami he founded one male line 
here that reads Glencoe, Vandal. Virgil, Hindoo, 
Hanover and is iwtent and alive tislay. Glencoe 
stiMsl in Alabama and Tennessee from 1837 to 1848, 
and was then bought by W. F. Harper and taken' to 
Kentucky, where his success continued. A. Keene 
Richards bought him in 18.57 and he died on bis 
owner’s farm in August of that year, aged twenty- 
six. “Snell If** his indomitable courage that he 
literally died standing uiion his feet.” Here is his 
line of descent:

Boston was the racing wonder of bis time. Such 
short distaiii'e racing us we have now was unknown 
tliin iinil would have been scorned by tlie sturdy 
owners of that time. Boston started' in forty-five 
r:iccs. of which he won forty. Of these thirty were 
at four-mile heats; nine at three-mile heats, and 
one at two-mile heats. When at the aiiex of his 
fume his owners challenged Wagner, then fresh 

f I Dili his victories over Grey Eagle, ot any other 

liorse in tlie United States, to a match for any 
amount, but no one accepted. Two English gentle- 
men then challenged to run against Boston, or the 
hi'st American horse, at four miles. The owners of 
Boston at once accepted and offered to run Boston 
against an.v horse they could produce for $50,000 a 
side, one race to be run in England and another 
in the United States. This was declined. His 
owners then offered to lay $50,000 to $4O.00O and 
race Boston at four-mile heats against any number 
of horses thev might import and allow them to 
name their horse at the post. This was also de- 
clined. From this it can be perceived that owners 
of that day thought in large sums. Great as 
Boston was in racing, he was as great in the stud 
and was the sire of Ijexington, I.<ecomiite Arrow and 
many other racing stars of long ago. He was a 
great gi'aiidson of the first Epsom Derby winner, 
Diomed, and his iiedigree was as follows:

No mon‘ famous Iiorse tlian Lexington ever first 
belielil the light of day in tlie United States. He 
was a bay, foaled in 18.50, and lireil by Dr. E. 
AVarfield at tlie Meadows, near Li‘xiiigton, K.v. His 
first race was under tlie name of Darley wlieii lie 
was ji three-.vear-old. He was boiiglit from Dr. 
Warfield by W. Viley and R. Ten Broeck, who 
changed his name to !>>xiiigtoii. He was .i strictly 
first-class race horse, and was only once beaten in 
a rai-e. This was inflicteil by his famous half- 
brother in MimmI Iiecoiiipte in a race of four-mile 
iieats at New Orleans, and led to I>‘xiiigtoii’s cele- 
lirated matcli against time, in which he asluumled 
tlie racing world by ruiiiiiiig four miles in tlie then 
iiiiliearil of time of 7;19->4. He was not only tlie 
liest race Iiorse ever priMliiced in America up to his 
time, but a stallion of undying fame. He led the 
American sire list eleven years, and his sons and 
iluugliters iloniiiiated our racing for a quarter of a 
ii*ntury, with such marvels of speeil ami stamina 
as Harry Bassett, Tom Rowling, Norfolk, Kentucky, 
Asteroid, Idlewild, Wanderer, Monarchist. Duke of 
Magenta, Kingfisher, Preakness, Bayonet, Jbiniel 
Boone, Uncus and hundreds of others of .scarcely 
lesser goodness. His mares proved Jewels as stud 
matrons, but his sons were comparative failures, and 
his male line is now to all intents extinct. Heye 
is his iieiligrec:

SITKA, Alaska, August 11. — Big game hunting 
opens in Alaska this month for deer, moose, caribou, 
goat and slieep. In September the season oisHis for 
grouse and xitarmigan. The bird season begins Sep- 
tember 1 and euds 011 Mureh 1. 

The open time for big game follows; Deer, 
August 16 to October 31; moose, August 20 to De- 
cember 31; caribou, August 20 to December 31; goat, 
September 1 to October 31, and slieep, August 20 
to De<'<>mber 31. Males may be killed only of deer 
and moose. The bear season begins October 1 and 
closes July 1. 

There are these additional provisioDS and excep- 
tions to the general oiien sea'son for big game: 
Moose (male), caribou, sheep, nortli of latitude 62 
degrees, open season August 1 to December 10; 
no open season on caribou on Kenai Peninsula and 
sheep on Kenai Peninsula east of longitude 1.60 
degrees. Killing of females and young of mountain 
slieep and di'cr and mountain goat kids and fawns 
^of cariliuii south of the arctic circle is prohibited. 
The oiten season for goat in soiitlieastern Alaska, 
east of longitude 141 degrees and Kenni I’eninsula, 
is from September 1 to October 31. 'Tlie large 
brown bear south of latitude <t2 degrees may be 
’killed from October 1 to July 1; in the north the 
animal is unprotected. 

There is no oiien season for deer on Duke, Gra- 
vina, Kodiak, Krusof, Long, San Juan, . Suemez, 
Zaremho, Hawkins, Hinchinbrook and Montague 
Islands this year.
